Begin replies to Sadat letter 


TEL AVIV. Dec. 4 (Agen- 
cies) — Prime Minister Me- 
nahem Begin sent a message 
to Egypt's President Anwar 
Sadat Monday apparently re- 
jecting Sadat's terms for re- 
suming negotiations over a 
Middle East draft peace trea- 
ty. 

Official sources refused to 
disclose the contents of Be- 
gins reply to Sadat’s letter of 
last week, but the informants 
mrde clear Israel expected 
Egypt to drop its latest de- 
mands for amending the trea- 
ty. 

Begin completed the letter 
at his office in the Knesset 
(parliament) building after con- 
sulting with five of his top 
ministers on the»final text. The 
letter was then sent by cou- 
rier to the U-S. Embassy in 
Tel Aviv for transmission to 
Cairo. 


Begin said Sunday the ex- 
change of letters was "an im- 
portant contact between the 
two governments." although 
there appeared to be little 
movement from either side. Is- 
rael radio described Begio’s 
letter as "polite, but aggres- 
sive.”

875 schools built since start of plan 


RIYADH, Dec- 4 (SPA) — 
A total of 875 new schools 
were buih between the laun- 
ching of the second five-year 
plan, in 1975 and the begin- 
ning of this acadetmc year, 
according to statistics released 
Monday by the Ministry of 
Education. 

According to the ministry's 
report — on the development of 
education in the Erst 'three 
years of the plan — there axe 
now 3,967 schools with 29,727 
classrooms, an increase of 
5,668, in 652,474 students, ana 
37,739 teachers, a rise- erf 4,797- 

The figures do not include 
aduK literacy classes. 

Schools at intermediate level 
now number 699, art increase 
of 93, with 4,614 classrooms, 
an increase of 2,210, 123,548 
students, an increase of 32,511 
and 7,926 teachers, an increase 
of 2,188. 

in addition, about -126,000 
students at intermediate level 
registered for day classes in 
1977/78 with 91,000 night- 
studertts. Average classroom 
size is 26 students with a tea- 
char -student ratio of about 
1:14. 

Of the intermediate teac- 
hers, 29.1 per cent are Saudis, 
working mostly in Riyadh. 
Mecca, Taif, Medina, Qasim 


and Jizan, where they account 
for 77 per cent of the total. 
One third of the 2^306 Saudi 
teachers or 754 teach religion, 
277 teach Arabic and 501 teach 
.social science. 

The statistics show that in 
the last three years. 123.185 
new students have enrolled at 
the day classes, which is 98 
per cent of the plan's objec- 
tive of 125,028 new students.

LONDON — 

Some argue that the Orga- 
nization of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries (OPEC) must in- 
crease oil prices when it meets 
in Abu Dhabi on Dec. 16 in 
order to avert a new energy 
crisis in the 1980s. 

Others - say any price rise 
could jeopardize world econo- 
mic recovery and that OPEC 
should at all costs maintain 
the price freeze in force since 
January 1977. 

Both sides m this approxi- 
mate line-up produce equally 
piausible arguments. The in- 
dustrialized nations of the non- 
Communist world are pressing 
for oil prices to remain frozen, 
while some oil producers and 
world oil companies argue that 
an increase is long overdue. 

The developing world, whose 
oil imports amounted »o 3>l8 
billion last year, according to 
the Paris-based International 
Energy Agency (IEA), is sitting 
on the edges, anxiously waiting 
for the outcome of confronta- 
tion. 

The industrial nations have 


■ largely blamed the energy cri- 
sis which followed OPEC's in- 


crease in oil prices after the 

1973 Arab-Isradi war for the 
recession .which ensued. Ma- 
ny economists argue that the 
Western economic system 
might collapse if such a price 
were to be repeated 

IEA, which was set up in 

1974 mainly to prevent the- 
industrialized West and Japan 
ever falling victim to another 
oii embargo, is firmly opposed 
to any price increase and says 

. the oil states must step up 
• production’ -to avert ah energy 
. crisis. . 

The United States, the 
world’s largest oil consumer 
which ran up a staggering oh- 
import bill of S45 billion last 
year, has been lobbying Mid- 
dle East producers on the need 
to keep prices steady- 
The official 'line from Wa- 
shington is that a continuation 
of the OPEC price freeze— 
which has held steady since 
January J977 — would be in the 
Interest of not only the United 
States but the oB-producing 
states as well. 

On the domestic forum, 
however, top U.S. energy of- 
ficials have been telling Ame- 
rican audiences to expect a 
10 per cent oil price increase 
during 197 9. . 

-I think we are in for a IU 
per cent price increase next 
year,” said John O'Leary, the 
U.S. Energy Departments de^ 
puty secretary, in a utilities’ 
association speech on Oct. 25. 

O’Learv also told that same 
audience that the U.S., as a 
result of Congressional weak- 
ening of Carter’s energy bill 
this -year, will probably in- 
crease its oM imports to I CM 2 
milli on barrels a day by 1985. 

Washington is worried that 
higher OPEC prices would 
make the U-S. oil import hill 
even bigger, fuel America's 
already rapidly rising inflation 
rate and further damage the 
dollar. 

IronicaHy. it is ihe decline 
of the doHar— the currency in 
which oil is traditionally pric- 
ed — and the erosion of the oil 
states’ spending power by in- 
flation in the industrialized 
countries, which has given ur- 
gency to the producers' de- 
I mauds for a price rise. 

After reaching a record of 
nearly S65 billion in 1974 im- 
mediately after the big price 
rise, the OPEC surplus has 
dropped dramatically and is 
expected to narrow to a mere 


S10 billion in 1978. 

The OPEC surplus is mainly 
accounted for by three OPEC 
states— Saudi Arabia, Kuwait 
and the United Arab Emirates, 
s The remaining oil producers — 
i and particularly Iran — are seen 
’ as more than ever in need of 
bigger revenues to pay for their 
increasingly expensive develop- 
ment projects. 

The “hawks” among the 
OPEC states have an unusual 
ally among the major world 
oil companies, some of which 
have publicly voiced their be- 
lief in the urgency of a price 
rise. 

Sir David Steel, chairman of 
one of the world's seven giant 
oil companies — British Pet- 
roleum (BP) has, for instance, 
said that the price of oil will 
have to be raised as much as 
30 per cent over the next five 
years to avert an energy crisis 
in the late !980s. 

Oil industry experts say that 
as the world’s cneap oil sour- 
ces are gradually run down, 
higher prices are essential to ! 
encourage tne increasingly ex- ! 
pensive search tor and exploi- 
tation ot new deposits. 

Some ot them also argue 
that higher fuel costs are the 
only way of making consumer 
nations understand the need 1 
for energy conservation and j 
making them use oil more ra- I 
tionally. 

Since the energy crisis, the 
pattern of energy consumption 
nas gradually gone down in I 
the industrialized countries. 
The need for energy-saving has 
been drummed into the gene- I 
ral public, although with vary- 
ing effect in different countries. 

* But as one 1EA expert put it: 
“Conservation is not just a 
question of remembering to ( 
switch off tne ughts."

It is industry which uses 
most energy and for many en- 
ergy experts, the slowdown in / 
world consumption since the 
1973 price rise js almost en- 
tirely due to the slowdown in I 
economic growth.

Political harvest in Lagos

LAGOS — 

When the Nigerian govern- 
ment lifted the baa on political 
parties Sept. 21 after 12 years 
of military rule, a politically 
starved nation bolted out of 
thti. closet. 

No fewer than 32 national 
political ' parties sprang up 
across Nigeria in five weeks as 
the countdown to civilian rule 
began. Brimming with enthu- 
siasm, pride and no small 
amount of skepticism, Nigeria 
was off on the final portion of 
a historic journey that no Black 
African nation has ever com- 
pleted successfully. 

Nineteen of Black Africa’s 
44 countries have military 
governments, and all of them 
have promised at one time or 
another to relinquish power to 
civilians. But the only one that 
ever did was Ghana. That 
occurred in October 1969. The 
country went broke, and 27 
months later, the soldiers re- 
turned, overthrowing the civi- 
lians. 

Nonetheless, Ll Gen. Olse- 
gun Obsanjc's military regime 
here has been moving metho- 
dically and determinedly for 
four years toward the eventual 
surrender of power. A limited 
demobilization of the army 
has been under way since 1975. 

A constitution — drafted en- 
tirely by civilians — has been 
debated and adopted. Forty - 
eight million voters have been 
registered. Nineteen states have 
been formed to diffuse ethnic 
tensions. Five elections, culmi- 
nating in one for the presiden- 
cy, have been planned. 

Barring the unforseen, Nige- 
ria will return to civilian rule 
next Oct. J, the 19th anniver- 
sary of die country's indepen- 
dence from Britain. It will have 
a Ufi.-style government with a 
president popularly elected for 
four years, a senate and a 
house of representatives. 


“No one has to tell us that 
what happens here in the next 
couple of years could have an 
influence on all of Africa," an 
army colonel said. “If we can’t 
. make it, you’re going to find 
other military governments Jess 
willing to even talk about hand- 
ing over power to civilians."' 

Most observers believe that 
any new government is unlike- 
ly to alter dramatically Nige- 
ria’s course as a moderate, 
capitalistic, nonaligned nation 
that has significant ties to the 
United States. Rather, the civi- 
lians’ job will be to consolidate 
the soldiers* gains and lead this 
oil-producing nation of 80 mil- 
lion people into an era of eco- 
nomic development and politi- 
cal stability. 

Thus far ihere are only va- 
gue distinctions between the 
recently formed political par- 
ties. Even the presidential can- 
didates have similar platforms 
that merely offer different 
means to achieve the same 
ends: a prosperous, unified na- 
tion; free education and health 
care; a decent, democratic cul- 
ture guaranteeing individual 
freedoms. 

“Everyone in Nigeria seems 
suddenly to have become a 
liberal democrat," Nigerian 
Stanley Macebuh writes in the 
current “Africa” magazine. 
“There are few radicals and 
fewer conservatives. 

* Ten years ago, the con- 
cept of free education was a 
most radical one, defiantly 
preached by only a few ‘So- 
cialists.’ Today it would indeed 
be an imprudent and suicidal 
politician who would dare ob- 
ject to it.” 

In the months ahead, the 
number of parties is likely to 
dwindle to four or five with 
many merging and some col- 
lapsing. Thus far, the govern- 
ment radio station has not even 
covered the political campaign, 
on the theory that to report 


the activities of .32 parti ps 
would only confuse the voters-

LONDON— 

The Soviet Union cannot to- 
lerate Western military coope- 
ration with China.

KAAU began offering Ara- 
bic courses in 1975 as a result 
of a resolution of the first 
Saudi Arabian Conference of 
Arts and Letters held in Mecca 
during 1974. 

This year's program offers 
several changes over those of- 
fered in the past. 

“As a result of some special 
planning and preparation, the 
Arabic program.. - will offer- new .■ 
teaching materials and new 


methods of teaching. Hopeful- 
ly. this will benefit the stu- 
dents." said Sasi. “Special pro- 
fessors were employed for the 
teaching staff who wens train- 
ed especially to teach Arabic 
to non- Arabic speakers." 

An Arabic language labora- 
tory will be introduced this 
year. The semester has been 
lengthened two weeks, with a 
second 16- week semester 
available as well. Certificates 
of completion wilt be awarded 
to students who are able to 
pass an examination given at 
the end of the second semes- 
ter. In addition to Arabic, this 
year's language offerings will 
include English, French and 
German.

A careful case study of Saudi Arabia 


“Saudi Arabia: A Case Study 
in Development,” by Fonad 
Al-Farsy. London: Stacy Inter-

WASHINGTON — It is not 
often that a book on a parti- 
cular country covers relevant 
information of value to both 
the insider and outsider. Rarer 
sdQ is a comprehensive book 
written in a quick and simple 
'-(form. Fouad Al-Farsy has 
done aS ttus and more, for 
“Saudi Arabia: A Case Study 
in Development" is a model 
far authors who would like to 
write a book which is actually 
read by people as a well-worn 
toot 

Dr. Farey*® hook comes out 
of Ids wett-researched work 
done at Duke University to- 
ward a dissertation. He bas 
added to that foundation with 
bis awarene® of the informa- 
tion needs of other countries 
in his position as Assistant de- 
puty minister of information 
in Riyadh and through (parti- 
cipation in the Saudi Arabian 
GoodwiR Mission to the Uni- 
ted Stakes. 

This book couM be undier- 
estiraatedt by those who are not 
aware of the general bewilder 
meat of people who are new 
to Saudi Arabia. 'What is the 
Ufcema? When and what is Ra- 
madan? What is the '‘Saudi 


Co anti! of Ministere"? What 
are “tribes” in Saudi Arabia 
and what relation do they 
have to the urbanization of 
nomads? What does the Mi- 
nistery of Commerce do. — is 
it like American chambers of 
commerce? What is the histo- 
ry of the Al-Saud family in 
Saudi Arabia? The line of suc- 
cession? 

As one travels around the 
United States talking to busi- 
nessmen. one is struck by the 
general eagerness for a more 
general understanding of the 
political environment for bu- 
siness in Saudi Arabia. Often, 
Saudi businessmen have dis- 
covered that, onoe American 
businessmen know just a -few 
details, they seem less afraid 
to consider joint ventures. 

While the press talks every 
day about Saudi Arabia, the 
material is either sensationa- 
hstic or of such an exotic na- 
ture that it only makes the 
country seem more incompre- 
hensible and more distant. 
Staff at the Saudi Arabian In- 
formation office are inundated 
with the same questions every 
day. And, often, the concern 
of a single interested American 
can tie up the phone with nu- 
merous calls, each wish a dif- 
ferent question each time. 

This book, which doubles as 
a reference book and a book 


which could be read with in- 
terest in a single afternoon, 
would answer many of these 
questions and allay a lot con- 
cern and frustration. It not 
only answers individual ques- 
tions, but also places the infor- 
mation against a rich back- 
ground of current Saudi Ara- 
bian developments. 

All foreign readers will es- 
pecially find chapter 3, “The 
Polity and Organization of the 
Kingdom", chapter 4, “Insti- 
tutional Base of the Political 
System" and Chapter 5 on "In- 
novation" lo be of most im- 
mediate value. The book js es- 
pecially . free of posfr-Ph-D. 
jargon. When the term.- “poly- 
communaffty”- is used, ' the 
reader is given' such a dear 
explanation and understanding 
of the relevance of the con- 
cept, that the term seems to 
facilitate rather than block un- 
derstanding. 

Another strong part of the 
book is the clear effort to ex- 
plicate the role of Islam and, 
in specific, Che Holy Koran in 
the everybody life, organiza- 
tion and maintenance of the 
Kingdom. 

Beyond this explanation, 
however, Farsy makes an im- 
portant. point for all people 
wanting to work with Saudi 
Arabians and their govern- 
ment: “The only nation to use 



a sacred scripture, namely the 
, Koran, as a constitution, it is 
: adjusting weH to (he condition* 

- .of the twentieth century." 
t At the very roots of the na- 
tion was the cohesive power 
of Islam: “ft was the tie of 
faith rather than anything else 
which enabled Kong Abdul 
Aziz to found his kingdom;

Columnist seeks, death Sentence of marriage

JEDDAH — Ibrahim A1 
Doeilej, a columnist who wri- 
tes about social problems in 
Saudi society, faces a dilemma 
— he wants to get married, 
badly, but he says that doing 
so will be as bad as killing 

The serious writer of "A! 
Medina" newspaper is a rich 
Saudi college graduate. Satur- 
day he wrote a six-column 
article with his photograph on 
the left-hand side of the page 
to say bow he fancies his 
woald-be wife. 

"He wishes to pass a death 


sentence on himself," read the 
headline. Ibrahim wrote: 

“Age has taken its toff on 
me, and now I am on the door- 
steps of my forties without 
marriage. My family, friends 
and neighbors ore baffled at my 
celibacy. Nothing prevents me 
from marriage — the atmos- 
phere is set; I received a uni- 
versity degree a long time ago, 
I have a salary with which I 
can support four and not only 
one wife. As you can see 1 
enjoy a good measure of hand- 
someness, which qualifies me to 
receive the consent of one of 
the most beautiful women of 


th»» family or neighborhood. 

“I want a woman who would 
share my joys and woes. 1 
want to create a kingdom at 
my own house where I will be 
the king — the absolute mu- 
ter — where she wiD never 
rebuff me, or refuse an order 
and will execute off my re- 
quests. be they nuisance or 
hard to get, even if 1 wanted 
a cup of tea from (the Indian 
state of) Gujrati after mid- 
night."

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Electricity produced with geothermal hot water

WASHINGTON — At i 
time when the U.S. govern- 
ment seems to have little to 
show for the millions of dol- 
lars it has poured into various 
energy schemes, a small, pio- 
neering American company, 
using its own money, has 
quietly developed a method uF 
using geothermal hot water o 
produce electricity. 

Relative to other source*, 
hot water appears environmen- 
tally benign: no strip mining, 
no air pollution, no wastes. 
And, untike some alternatives, 
this technology appears compe- 
titive today and therefore ca- 
pable of making a contribution 
to U.S. energy supplies during 
the 1980s. 

An experimental 1 1 ,000-kilo - 
wait plant is all but complete 
in the hot, dry East Mesa re- 
gion of California. Its hackers, 
along with many government 
and academic experts, believe 
that the plant will open a new 
era in *he development of geo- 
thermal energy, power from 
deep within the earth. 

Ten Western states, accord- 
ing to the Department of Ener- 
gy. have large geothermal le- 
sources hot enough (above ISO 
degrees centigrade) to produce 
electricity using this kind of 
technology. Such resource*, 
as contrasted to the lower-tem- 
perature resources found un- 
der the coastal plains of the 
southeastern United States, are 
associated with geologically re- 
cent volcanic activity and the 
meeting to tectonic plates. 


The corporate group behind 
the project is Magma Power 
and two of its affiliates. Mag- 
ma Electric, the owner of the 
plant, and Magma Energy, 
which developed the process 
and holds the rights to the pa- 
tents. Magma Power is the 
company that opened up the 
Geysers geothermal area in 
northern California. (Unlike 
rhis new pbm, the Gysers 
plants — some 600.000 kilo- 
watts to date — are powered 
by dry steam, the easiest geo- 
thermal resource to harness. 
Dry steam is exceedingly rare, 
the only other known dry' 
steam field in the world being 
at Larderelo. Italy, which star- 
ted producing electricity in 
1904). 

Heading the project ss 81- 
year-old M.C. McCabe, presi- 
dent of the Magma Companies 
and the man who personally 
had a big hand in getting the 
Geysers off the ground in the 
mid-1950s. The Geysers expe- 
rience in several Western stat- 
es. All he found, however, was 
hot water, apparently in vast 
amounts. He began to ask 
around in engineering circles ii 
anyone knew of a new way to 
use hot water. 

McCabe, while not an engi- 
neer or chemist, realized long 
before most experts that hot 
water could not be widely de- 
veloped using the conventional 
“flash" steam method where 
part of the hot water sponta- 
neously becomes steam on its 
way up a welLpipe, is process- 
ed and then directed through a 


turbine. 

Although there are several 
“flash" steam plants operating 
- none of them in the United 
States — scaling and plugging 
of the wellpiping by the dissol- 
ved solids in the hot water is 
a serious risk for all but the 
most pure resources. The pip- 
ing also must be very large and 
cos'.ly to accommodate steam’* 
large volume. 

One of the engineers contac 
ring McCabe was J. Hilbe-i 
Anderson, from Pennsylvania, 
highly respected for his work 
in the fields of refrigeration 
and lurbomachinery. Anderson 
is better known to the general 
public as the father of Ocean 
Thermal Energy Conversion, 
or OTEC, where electricity is 
produced from the small tem- 
perature differences found in 
the tropical oceans. He beads 
a company of his own which 
is developing this ocean tech- 
nology. 

Anderson, 69, and McCabe 
hit it off from start, each 
respecting the other’s sense of 
independence and innovation. 
After a couple of years of 
Magma -supported research, 

Anderson had completed the 
basic development and design 
of the new technology. 

Akhough McCabe admired 
and trusted Anderson, he wan- 
ted to the absolutely sure of 
Anderson’s designs. So, he an- 
nounced he would pay S10.000 
to anyone who could show 
where Anderson had gone 
wrong. There were many hope- 
fuls and no winners. 


Obtaining the money for the 
$9 million plant was another 
story. Even after the turbine 
was built and the rest of , he 
plant fully designed. Magma 


typically built as one unit. 

A key difference in the Mag- 
ma plant is that the working 
fluid which is boiled and drives 
the turbine is not water, as in 
a coal or nuclear plant, but a 
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still couldn’t afford to .build 
it and wouldn’t go to the .go- 
vernment for help. What turn- 
ed the tide. after several years 
of waiting, was the increased 
revenue from the Geysers 
plants whose original pricing 
contracts had been scaled to be 
somewhat lower than the costs 
of coal, oil and uranium, ail of 
which have quadrupled since 
1973. 

The principles that govern 
the operation of geothermal 
hot water plants are the same 
as for coal and nuclear plants: 
.i source of and a place -to 
dump the heat, technically call- 
ed a heat sink. The heat source 
in a coal or nuclear plant is 
provided by the burning of 
coal or by a controlled nuclear 
reaction, the heat source in a 
geothermal plant in aquifer 
water from several thousand 
feet in the ground. In all cases, 
the heat is maintained either 
by a body of water or by eva- 
poration of water into the at- 
mosphere. 

Electricity is produced when 
the heat source boils a liquid 
and the resulting high-pressure 
vapor spins a turbine as it ex- 
pands with great force towards 
the heal sink. The turbine, ac- 
tually just a glorified propeller, 
and die electrical generator are 
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synthetic refrigerant. After be- 
ing condensed by the heat sink, 
it is recycled and reused, 
again and again. (The “flash” 
steam method uses the geother- 
mal steam itself to drive the 
turbine). Synthetic working 
fluid systems, also called binary 
systems, have been brought to 
a high point of development in 
refrigeration applications and 
outperform steam systems at 
these lower temperatures. They 
are also cheaper. 

The disadvantage of a syn- 
thetic working fluid is that 
there is a requirement for heat 
exchangers — metal plates or 
piping to keep the geothermal 
hot water and the fluid sepa- 
rate yet capable of transfering 
heal easily. Heat exchangers 
are expensive to build and have 
been estimated to run, in this 
application, as high as 30 per 


cent of the total plant cost. 
By using a new method of 
assembly, Anderson was able 
to build the boiler heat ex- 
changers for the Magma plant 
for less than half a million 
dollars, less than $40 per kilo- 
watt. 

1 ne use of a synthetic work- 
ing fluid permits the implemen- 
tation of Anderson's most im- 
portant strategy: maintaining 

the hot water under pressure 
starring deep wilhin fhe well 
pipes, through the heat ex- 
changers and back down the 
reinjection pipes. This prevents 
flashing of any kind and gua- 
rantees that the dissolved gases, 
most important carbon dioxide, 
remain in the hot water. If 
carbon dioxide comes out of 
solution, the hot water’s che- 
mical equilibrium is altered, 
usually triggering precipitation 
and scaling of the dissolved 
solids. 

Another innovative feature 
of the Magma plant is the ad- 
dition of a second, smaller tur- 
bine which increases plant out- 
put 10 per cent. Itie Magma 
plant also ha6 a new kind of 
cooling system which will en- 
able the plant to run at higher 
efficiency. 

Even so. the best a geother- 
mal plant can do, because of 
its lower- temperature heat sour- 
ce, is around 10 per cent, com- 
pared to up to 40 per cent for 
a modern coal plant. (The 
Magma plant’s hot water is 
185 degrees Celsius, for exam- 
ple, or less than one-third the 
temperature of coal or nuclear 
plant's heat source). 

A lower efficiency plant, in 
addition to wasting more heat 
per kilowatt of electricity gene- 
rated — and thereby producing 
more thermal pollution — must 
also evaporate more water to 
maintain its beat sink. Ander- 
son believes that the biggest 
limitation to the widespread 
developmen t of geothermal 
hot water will be the Jack of 
cheap, available cooling water. 

The significance of the Mag- 
ma plant is twofold. First, the 
plant, if everything goes as 
planned, will demonstrate that 
medium - to low . tempera- 
ture hot water — a plentiful 
source in the U.S. West and 
elsewhere in die world — can 
be technically used. 

Second. Magma officials pre- 
dict that hot-water plants can 
be built for less than $600 per 


kilowatt or well under half 
the cost of a nuclear plant. 
Considering that Magma deve- 
loped and built this small ex- 
perimental plant for less than 
$900 per kilowatt, they may be 
on firm ground here. (Produc- 
tion-built hot water plants, in- 
cidentally. will probably always 
be small, around 50,000 kilo- 
watts or enough to power a city 
of 50,000. Nuclear plants, by 
comparison, now run between 
800.000 and 1.2 million kilo- 
watts). 

Despite the great promise of 
the technology, serious obsta- 
cles stand in the way of its 
widespread development. Some 
are economic, others institutio- 


nal. ihe cost of geothermal 
drilling, for example, is rough- 
ly three limes that of drilling 
tor natural gas and oil despite 
the use of comparable equip- 
ment. This is because geother- 
mal drilling takes place m hard, 
igneous rock and because geo- 
tnerma! deposits are generally 
found deeper than oil and gas. 
The cost of drilling rises ex- 
ponentially with depth. 

In addition, while oil and 
gas drilling has always enjoy- 
ed tax deductions, it was only 
last October that Congress 
voted geothermal tax incen- 
tives — a 22 per ceni deple- 
tion allowance and a tax de- 
duction for the intangible costs 
(80 per cent of the totai).(WP) 


Sphinx needs face lift

CAIRO — Bartered by how- 
ling sand storms, scorching sun 
and the chill of the night, the 
majestic sphinx is showing its 
age — 5.000 years — amid Re- 
ports that it is “anemic’’ and 
in need of an urgent cure. 

Its nose, which once mea- 
sured almost two meters, has 
been missing for centuries, the 
left eye is baggy and the entire 
left side of the 4 1 5-meter face 
is distorted. 

“The sphinx is sick." the daily 
newspaper ”AI Akhbar’’ re- 
pons. “It's suffering from 
acute anemia. Unless the right 
medication and treatment is 
applied, the neck could give in 
to begin with.” 

But how to treat the time- 
honored patient sharply divid- 
es an and restoration doctors 
so proud of their aging won- 
der down the sand hill from 
die pyramids in Giza. 

k’s been five years since it 
received a facelift — or “injec- 
tion” of barium pigments to 
strengthen the area from the 
neck up. 

“It badly needs another 
shot." says Zahi Haw ass, ins- 
pector of the pyramids section 
of Egypt's Department of An- 
tiquities. “The outer layer is 
peeling off all over." 

But another antiquities ex- 
pert. Ahmad Saleh, director of 
research and restoration of the 


department, is advocating a 
"wind-shield" around the 20- 
meter high monument that 
stands unprotected. 

"It needs trees around it to 
protect against sand storms," 
he told "A1 Akhbar." “Those 
sand particles become a 
cyclone — they hit the sphinx 
on the face, drop to the feel 
and the wind lifts them up 
again in a continuous cyclical 
morion." 

Saleh said another plague 
— a late addition to the ills 
of the proud monument — is 
the recently noted unevenness 
in the water table under the 
sphinx, raising fears that it 
may lose its balance. 

Although the monument 
looks as solid as a 5-mille- 
nium-ol d sculptural marvel 
can. “A1 Akhbar” kicked off a 
public campaign urging mea- 
sures to protect one of Egypt's 
prized attractions. “Speak up 
to authorities for restoration,” 
the paper appealed. 

King Khephren, builder of 
the Giza pyramid, had the 
sphinx carved out of limestone 
block 'hat measured 73 meters 
in length. The lion’s body re- 
presented the power of the 
king and the face, bore his 
features. Because it faced the, 
rising sun. it was considered' 
a sun god and later acquired 
the name Abou El -Hoi, the 
father of terror. — (AP)

Dec. 4 (Agen- 
cies) — West Germany Mon- 
thly put pressure on Britain, 
as the Common Market sum- 
nvt opened, to join the pro- 
posed European Monetary Sys- 
tem (EMS) from the start. 

Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, 
who is chairing the two-day 
meeting, opposes such half- 
way-house solutions as asso- 
ciate membership or a period 
of exemption, according to his 
officials here.

July. 

Even before the start of the 
summit. Prime Minister James 
Callaghan of Britain sent a 
confidential letter of refusal 
to his colleagues. 

Callaghan said Britain con- 
siders monetary stability to be 
a desirable objective, but be 
regretted that his government 
could not agree to join a sys- 
tem of fixed exchange rates 
w ben it goes into effect Jan. I. 
diplomatic sources said. 

Discussion at the summit 
therefore will center on whe- 
ther Britain wiH commit itself 
to joining at a later date, and 
whether if will be permitted to 
do so nn an automatic basis. 


Denmark sets 
0 . 7 %ofGNP 
to aid poor 

COPENHAGEN. Dec. 4 
(AP) — Denmark's aid to de- 
veloping countries will amount 
to 0.7 per cent of the Gross 
National Product in 1979. De- 
puty Foreign Minister Lise 
Oesiergaard said Monday. 

In a speech to members of 
the Danish Development Agen- 
cy. she said that Denmark 
would thus reach the target set 
by the United Nations in 1972. 
She said that so far only Nor- 
way, Sweden and the Nether- 
lands had achieved the level 
expected from the richer coun- 
tries. 

A foreign ministry report 
said the Danish development 
aid would total 2.075 billion 
kroner (S3 87 mHlion) in 1979.

LONDON, Dec. 4— The dol- 
lar was forced into retreat on 
Monday morning after its 
spectacular advance at the end 
of the previous week. The 
US. currency enjoyed better 
conditions on Friday than it 
had for some time as its effec- 
tive depreciation against a 
weighted average of its major 
trading partners* currencies 
narrowed sharply from 8.1 per 
cent to 7.7 per cent .the best 
level since last Judy. 

The doflar's strength was 
most marked on Far Eastern 
exchanges, where the Bank of 
Japan intervened fairly actively 
to support the yea by selling ■ 
dollars On Monday morning 
the yen rebounded recovering 
most of Friday's loss in a few 
hours. The counter-attack 
against the UJS- currency was 
joined ’ by European currencies 
during the morning, with the 
notable exception of sterling. 

The pound in many ways 
got the worst of the action, 
weakening in virtually every 
center. In terms of the dollar 
it lost over half a cent during 
the morning and saw its ef- 
fective index dip to 62.4 from

the 62.6 level at -which it had 
closed the previous week. 

Dealers attributed sterling's 
weakness to the virtual certain- 
ty that the U JC. would not join 
the proposed European Mone- 
tary System for limiting varia- 
tions in exchange rates between 
members of the EEC. Some 
commentators were not con- 
vinced with this explanation, 
however, because it had been 
widely reported in the press for 
some weeks that full adherence 
to the EMS by the UK was 
highly unlikely.

US., Soviet leaders 
view trade relations 


MOSCOW, Dec. 4 (Agen- 
cies) — UdSL Treasury Secre- 
tary Michael Blumenthai and 
Commerce Secretary Juanita 
Streps met at the Kremlin Moo- 
day with Soviet Premier Alexei 
Kosygin to discuss Soviet- Ame- 
rican trade, a LLS. Embassy 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman said that 
during the I ±- hour meeting the 
two cabinet members and 
Kosygin “had a useful exchange 
of views on improving trade 
relations between the cwo coun- 
tries.”

Some 400 top 
American businessmen have 
flown to Moscow for the annual 
session of the unofficHil U-S.- 
•USSR Trade and Economic 
Council opening Wednesday. 

Blumenthai read a message 
from President Carter saying, 
“We wish to increase our tracks 
with the Soviet Union in the 
belief that this will improve 
communications.'' 

Blumenthai told the session 
that President Carter “would 
like to see our economic and 

commercial relations improve 
and go forward in the context 
of a political improvement m 
our relations." 

Blumenthai said, “One ad- 
verse Hem which I may cite 
was Ute forcible arrest and im- 
prisonment of an American bu- 
sinessman, F. Jay Crawford.

A glance at the North-South 
hands reveals that declarer's 
only possible losers are two 
hearts.

However, it would 
not be wise to rely on the 
queen finesse — which is 
mostly a matter of luck — 
without first seeking a way to 
avoid iL 

West's opening lead marks 
him with the queen of dubs, 
and this important clue can be 
quickly put to use. Declarer 
wins in dummy with the ace 
and ruffs a chib This is the 
first step in a plan to avoid the 
heart finesse.

Temple cult member faces hanging 
for 4 murders on night of suicides 


GEORGETOWN. Dec. 4 
(AlPj— Charles Beikman, a 20- 
year veteran of the People’s 
Temple, was to face a prelimi- 
nary hearing Monday on char- 
ges of murdering four other 
cult members on the night 
more than 900 died in Jones- 
town. 

Beikman. 43, is charged 
with slashing the throats of 
Sharon Amos, the cult’s pub- 
lic relations officer, and her 
three children in the sect's 
Georgetown headquarters Nov. 
18. 

He has not yet entered a 
plea to the charges, the maxi- 
mum penalty for murder is

•Beikman is one of two 
American culcists facing mur- 
der charges here. Lorry 
Layton, 32, of San Francisco, 
is charged with murdering 
Rep.

Ryan had gone to Jones- 
town. northwest of George- 
town, to investigate reports 
that Californians were being 
held against their will and ab- 
used in the cult's jungle com- 
mune.

U.SL reopens case of Rhodesia oil flow 


WASHINGTON, Dec. a 
CAP) — T he U.S. Treasury De- 
partment has reopened an in- 
vestigation into allegations that 
American oil companies are 
supplying fuel to Rhodesia 
despite a ban by the United 
Nations. 

T he “Chicago Sun-Times" 
reported Sunday that the in- 
vestigation was prompted by a 
British government report or 
possible violations by Mobil 
and Caitex, a subsidiary oi 
Texaco and Standard of Ca- 
lifornia. 

Treasury officiate confirmed 


Monday that they were inves- 
tigating these companies to see 
if their South African sutoi- 
uiaries are channeling oil to 
Rhodesia. 

In 1976 the treasury investi- 
gated allegations that Mobil 
Oil Co. was secretly diverting 
oil to Rhodesia by way of its 
South African subsidiary.
